—In exercise of the powers conferred bv sections 7, 9 and 74 of 
the Indian Post Office Act, 1898 (f> of 1898 > the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, 
namely — 

1 (1) These iuUs may be called the Indian Post Office (Seventh Amendment) 
Rules, 1967 

(2) They shall come into force on the 14th day of August, 1967 

2 In the Indian Post Office Rules 1933 in rule 1 — 

(1) under the heading "Registered Newspapers”, for the existing entries, 
the following entries shall be substituted namely — 

“In the case of a single copy of a registered Newspaper — 
for a weight not exceeding sixty grams 
for a weight exceeding sixty grams but not exceeding 
one hundred grams 

f#r a weight exceeding one hundred grams hut riot 
exceeding two hundred end fifty grams

5 paise 

10 paise 
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lor every two hundred and fifty grams or fraction 

Iheieof. exceeding two hundred and fifty grams .. 5 paise 

In the case oi more than one copy of the same issue of a registered news¬ 
paper being carried in the same packet:—

for every additional one hundred and fifty grams or 

fraction thereot, exceeding one hundred grams . . 5 paise” 

(2) in the entries under the heading “Parcels”, for the figures and word 
“60 paise”, at both the places where they occur, the figures and worrt 
“65 paise” shall be substituted.
